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FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. 
(AP) — Teams of military 
medics were deployed 
in Texas and California to 
help hospitals deluged by 
coronavirus patients, as Mi- 
ami area authorities began 
stepping up enforcement 
Friday of a mask require- 
ment — echoing efforts in 
many parts of the world to 
contain surging infections. 
In Houston, an 86-person 
Army medical team wor- 
ked to take over a wing of 
United Memorial Medical 
Center. In California, mi- 
litary doctors, nurses and 
other health care specia- 
lists were being deployed 
to eight hospitals facing 
Staffing shortages amid 
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a record-breaking case 
numbers. 
For millions of parents in the 
U.S., Friday brought new 
information about how 
schools would cope with 
the pandemic after sum- 
mer vacation ends. 
California Gov. Gavin New- 
som laid out strict criteria 
for school reopenings that 
make it unlikely that most 
districts will have classroom 
instruction in the fall. The 
guidance mandates that 
public schools in counties 
that are on a monitoring list 
for rising coronavirus infec- 
tions cannot hold in-person 
classes and wil have to 
meet rigid criteria for re- 
opening.

Awor, den cierto sentido Aruba a perde su derecho 
di reclama encuanto e LAft, pasobra despues di mas 
di un aña y mey despues cu e periodo di vigencia di 
e promer LAft a termina ainda no a percura pa un 
reemplazo aceptable. Sin embargo, segun promer 
ministro di Aruba no tin tanto diferencia entre LAft 
y Rft. E Rft si tin e bentaha adicional cu por haci fi- 
anza bao condicion Hulandes, mientras talvez hasta 
por refinancia e debenan existente bao di e condi- 
cionnan ey. Ta parce por lo tanto cu e resistencia di 
parti di Aruba ta mas bien di valor simbolico. 


Pero tambe pa loke ta e “entidad di reforma” ta par- 
ce cu e resistencia ta exagera. Un parti importante 
di e actividadnan di e organismo ey ta orienta riba 
mantene supervision riba e mas di Afl. 1.000 miyon 
cu Hulanda ta pone en total disponible (den forma 
di donacion) ta pa haci economia di e islanan mas 
resistente.

They also include a man- 
date that students above 
2nd grade and all staff 
wear masks in school. 
Texas gave public schools 
permission to keep cam- 
puses closed for more than 
5 million students well into 
the fall. Under the new 
guidelines, schools can 
hold online-only — instruc- 
tion for Up to the first eight 
weeks of the school year, 
potentially pushing a return 
to campus in some cities 
until November. 

Most Chicago children 
would return to the class- 
room two days a week and 
spend the other three days 
learning remotely once the 
school year begins under a 
tentative plan outlined by 
officials from the nation's 
third-largest school district. 
A final decision about in- 
person instruction for fall 
classes for the district's more 
than 300,000 students won't 
come until late August. 
lowa Gov. Kim Reynolds an- 
nounced she would over- 
ride local school districts 
and require students to 
spend at least half of their 
schooling in classrooms. 
Her proclamation drew im- 
mediate criticism from the 
state teachers union. 
Several states have been 





reporting record numbers 
this week, contributing to a 
surge in the national death 
rate. The seven-day roll- 
ing average for daily new 
deaths has risen 34% from 
two weeks ago, while the 
case count in that period 
shot Up 43%. 

Florida reported 128 new 
deaths Friday and 11,345 
new cases. 

Texas reported 10,000 new 
cases for the third straight 
day Thursday and 129 ad- 
ditional deaths. California 
reported its largest two-day 
total of confirmed cases, 
nearly 20,000, along with 
258 deaths over 48 hours. 
There were signs across 
the Sunbelt that the virus 
was stretching authorities' 
capacity to resoond. The 
medical examiner's office 
in metro Phoenix has got- 
ten portable storage cool- 
ers and ordered more to 
handle an influx of bodies 
— reminiscent of New York 
City at the height of the 
pandemic there. 

In South Carolina, some hos- 
pitals are being squeezed: 
The number of patients 
hospitalized with COVID-19 
is increasing rapidly, while 
nurses and other workers 
are also getting infected 
when they are off work, 
said Dr. Wendell James, a 


senior vice president with 
Prisma Health who is based 
in Greenville. 

"The majority of the illness 
we see in our nursing staffs 
and our support staff is 
community spread," he 
said. "Almost all of it | can't 
control." In Florida, Miami- 
Dade County's commission 
gave code and fire inspec- 
tors authority to issue tickets 
of up to $100 for individuals 
and $500 for businesses not 
complying with guidelines 
to wear masks and prac- 
tice social distancing. Po- 
lice officers already had 
this enforcement power. 
"We're going to put a heck 
of a lot of people out 
there," said Mayor Carlos 
Gimenez. "Our people are 
going to go everywhere." 
Gimenez said that too few 
people, especially younger 
people, have been follow- 
ing the "new normal" guide- 
lines, so the county needed 
another enforcement tool. 
At least half of the 50 states 
have adopted require- 
ments for wearing face 
coverings. 

But in Georgia, Gov. Brian 
Kemp has banned cities 
and counties from requiring 
face coverings. He sued 
Atlanta late Thursday to 
prevent it from defying his 
order, but Atlanta Mayor 


Keisha Lance Bottoms said 
she was prepared to go to 
court to maintain the local 
mask requirement. 

Worldwide, governments 
are frantically trying to 
prevent and control fresh 
outbreaks and keep their 
economies running as the 
pandemic accelerates in 
some regions and threat- 
ens to come roaring back 
in others. Globally, con- 
firmed cases numbered 
more than 13.8 million Fri- 
day and COVID-19 deaths 
totaled more than 590,000. 
To cope with the pandem- 
ic's fallout, the United Na- 
tions said it is increasing to 
$10.3 billion its appeal for 
humanitarian aid. 

Jens Laerke, a sookesman 
for the U.N. Office for the 
Coordination of Humanitar- 
ian Affairs, said in Geneva 
that the number of people 
who need assistance has 
more than doubled during 


the pandemic to about 250 
million.

cases surpassed 1 million, 
the third-highest number 
behind the United States 
and Brazil, and its death toll 
reached more than 25,000.

Black Lives" mural outside Trump Tower defaced 


NEW YORK (AP) — A "Black 
Lives Matter’ mural paint- 
ed on the street in front of 
President Donald Trump's 
namesake New York City 
tower has quickly become 
a target for vandalism, 
defaced with bucketfuls 
of paint three times in less 
than a week. 

In the latest incident, two 
women were arrested 
around 3 p.m. Saturday af- 
ter police said they poured 
black paint on the block- 
long mural outside Trump 
Tower on Manhattan's chic 
Fifth Avenue. 

Bystander video showed 
police officers surrounding 
one of the women as she 
rubbed the paint on the 
mural's bright yellow letters 
and screamed: ‘they don't 
care about Black lives" and 
"refund the police." 

One of the officers slipped 
on the paint and tumbled 
to the ground, sustaining 
injuries to his head and 


arm, police said. He was 
listed in stable condition at 
Bellevue Hospital. 

A police department 
spokesperson said the 
women's names and infor- 
mation on possible charg- 
es against them weren't 
immediately available. 
The city's largest police 
union, the Police Benevo- 
lent Association, tweeted: 
“Thankfully our brother will 
be OK, but this nonsense 
needs to stop. Our city Is 
in crisis. Paint on the street 
helps no one.” 

Saturday's vandalism hap- 
pened less than 24 hours 
after three people were 
caught on surveillance 
video smearing blue paint 
on the mural around 4 p.m. 
Friday while a woman lit- 
tered it with flyers that refer- 
enced the recent shooting 
death of a l-year-old boy 
in Brooklyn, police said. 
Officers found the trio 
nearby a short time later

In Spain, which earlier in the 
pandemic was one of the 
world's hardest hit countries, 
health authorities asked 
the 5.5 million residents of 
Barcelona to stay at home 
as much as possible to stem 
the virus: spread.

avoid public transit and 
would stop advising work- 
ers in England to work from 
home.

A fast-rising tide of new 
coronavirus cases is flood- 
ing emergency rooms in 
parts of the United States, 
with some patients moved 
into hallways and nurses 
working extra shifts to keep 
up with the surge. 

Patients struggling to 
breathe are being placed 
on ventilators in emergen- 
cy wards since intensive 
care units are full, officials 
say, and the near-constant 
care they require is over- 
taxing workers who also are 
treating more typical ER 
cases like chest pains, in- 
fections, and fractures. 

In Texas, Dr. Alison Haddock 
of the Baylor College of 
Medicine said the current 
situation is worse than after 
Hurricane Harvey, which 
swamped Houston with 
floodwaters in 2017. The

In the United States, where 
infections are soaring in 
many Sunbelt states, Me- 
gan Jehn, associate pro- 
fessor of epidemiology at 
Arizona State Universtiy in 
Tempe, said it's important 
to monitor emergency 
room visits since increases 
there can signal that the 
virus is soreading more rap- 
idly. But it's difficult to get 
a complete picture of how 
emergency rooms are far- 
ing in many places. In Ari- 
zona, one of the few states 
that reports data on visits 
to the emergency room 
by people with confirmed 
or suspected COVID-19 
symptoms, numbers started 
to spike in early June and 


state reported a new daily 
record for virus deaths Fri- 
day and more than 10,000 
confirmed cases for the 
fourth consecutive day. 
"ve never seen anything 
like this COVID surge,” said 
Haddock, who has worked 
in emergency rooms since 
2007."We're doing our best, 
but we're not an ICU."

pital and is president of the 
Emergency Nurses Associa- 
tion. "Sometimes were not 
able to test them because 
we don't have enough 
test supplies, so we're only 
testing a certain set of pa- 
tients." 

In Florida, another state 
that is seeing surging case 
numbers, hospitals say they 
are in desperate need of 
remdesivir — a medica- 


tion that has been shown 
to shorten average hospi- 
talization times — to treat 
the coronavirus patients 
who are filing up beds. In 
response, Gov. Ron De- 
Santis announced 30,000 
vials of the drug were be- 
ing shipped to the state 
— enough to treat about 
5,000 patients. 

On Saturday, Florida re- 
ported more than 10,200 
new cases of the virus and 
90 additional deaths, while 
Missouri recorded a pan- 
demic-high 958 new cases 
in one day. Arizona, which 
conducts periodic reviews 
of death certificates, re- 
classified 106 deaths as 
having been from COV- 
ID-19, bringing the number 


of fatalities reported Satur- 
day to 147. 

Confirmed coronavirus 
cases around the world 
have surpassed 14 million, 
and deaths rose above 
600,000, according to a 
tally from Johns Hopkins 
University. On Saturday, 
the World Health Organiza- 
tion, which also tracks the 
virus, reported a single-day 
record of new infections 
— over 259,000 worldwide 
— for the second day in 
a row. The true toll of the 
pandemic is thought to 
be even higher, in part be- 
cause of shortages in test- 
ing and shortcomings in 
data collection. 

The United States, Bra- 
zil and India top the list of 


peaked earlier this month. 
More than 2,000 people 
went to an ER with corona- 
virus symptoms on a single 
day, July 7. On Friday, CO- 
VID-19-related hospitaliza- 
tion figures for Arizona were 
near but below recent re- 
cords set after the state be- 
came a national hot spot.

ATLANTA (AP) — Georgia Demo- 
crafts will gather Monday to decide 
a replacement on November's bal- 
lot for U.S. Rep. John Lewis, who died 
Friday after serving for more than 30 
years in Congress. 

The seat will remain empty until 
Georgia Gov. Brian Kemp sched- 
ules a special election. The Repub- 
lican governor has given no indica- 
tion when he will hold an election 
with just over six months left in Lewis! 
term. 

State law allows the Democratic 
Party to replace Lewis on the ballot 
in the 5th Congressional District, but 
the decision has to be made quickly 
for the district that includes much of 


the city of Atlanta. 

The Democratic Party of Georgia 
is accepting applications for the 
nomination online until 6:30 p.m. 
Sunday. 

A special seven-member commit- 
tee of Democrats - including At- 
lanta Mayor Keisha Lance Bottoms, 
2018 gubernatorial nominee Stacey 
Abrams and 2014 gubernatorial 
nominee Jason Carter - will choose 
between three and five candidates 
from the applicant pool. 

The state party's executive commit- 
tee will Then meet Monday, choose 
a nominee and submit the name to 
the Georgia Secretary of State by 
4 p.m.

China blasts dam to release floodwaters as death toll rises 


BEIJING (AP) — Authorities in cen- 
tral China blasted a dam Sunday 
to release surging waters behind it 
amid widespread flooding across 
the country that has claimed 
scores of lives. 

State broadcaster CCTV reported 
the dam on the Chuhe River in An- 
hui province was destroyed with 
explosives early Sunday morning, 
after which the water level was ex- 
pected to drop by 70 centimeters 
(more than 2 feet). 

Water levels on many rivers, includ- 
ing the mighty Yangtze, have been 
unusually high this year because of 
torrential rains. 

Blasting dams and embankments 
to discharge water was an ex- 
treme resoonse employed during 


China's worst floods in recent years 
in 1998, when more than 2,000 
people died and almost 3 million 
homes were destroyed. 

Last week, the gargantuan Three 
Gorges Dam on the Yangize 
opened three floodgates as the 
water level behind the massive 
dam rose more than 15 meters (50 
feet) above flood level. Another 
flood crest is expected to arrive at 
the dam on Tuesday. 

Elsewhere, soldiers and workers 
have been testing the strength of 
embankments and shoring them 
Up with sandbags and rocks. On 
Saturday, firefighters and others 
finished filling in a 188-meter (620- 
foot) break on Poyang Lake, Chi- 
na's largest freshwater lake, that 


had caused widespread flooding 
across 15 vilages and agricultural 
fields in Jiangxi province. More 
than 14,000 people were evacu- 
ated. 

Seasonal flooding strikes large 
parts of China annually, especially 
in its central and southern regions, 
but has been especially severe this 
summer. More than 150 people 
have died or are missing in flood- 
ing and landslides brought on by 
the torrential rains — 23 of them 
since Thursday alone. 

About 1.8 milion people have 
been evacuated and direct losses 
attributed to flooding are estimat- 
ed at more than 49 billion yuan ($7 
billion), according to the Ministry of 
Emergency Management. 


Major cities have been spared so 
far, but concern has risen over Wu- 
han and other downstream me- 
tropolises that are home to tens of 
millions of people.)

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In French Guiana, virus ees ies hn colonial legacy 


PARIS (AP) — When white 
doctors walked into Camo- 
pi, a majority Indigenous 
town in French Guiana 
near the border with Brazil, 
townspeople felt worry in- 
stead of relief. 

With French Guiana fac- 
ing a wave of coronavi- 
rus infections, the doctors 
from the French mainland 
were there to administer 
tests and treat the sick. But 
for residents of the former 
colony, few of whom have 
internet or television or 
knew about COVID-19, the 
appearance of the health 
workers carried echoes of 
the arrival of Europeans in 
South America and the dis- 
ease and exploitation they 
brought. 

"There is still in the minds the 
time of colonization and 
the havoc wreaked by vi- 
ruses brought by coloniz- 
ers," Jean-Philippe Cham- 
brier, a member of the Ar- 
awak tribe and represen- 
tative of Indigenous com- 
munities in French Guiana, 
told The Associated Press. 
"So when they saw white 
people from the mainland, 
they made the link.” 
France's most worrisome vi- 
rus hot spot is on the north- 
ern coast of South America: 
French Guiana, a territory 
of about 300,000 people 
where poverty is rampant 
and health care is scarce. 
Its outbreak has exposed 
deep economic and racial 
inequality that residents say 
leaders in Paris have long 
chosen to ignore. 

Months after the virus sta- 
bilized in mainland France, 
it grew in French Guiana. 
For weeks in June and ear- 
ly July, about a quarter of 
new daily infections report- 
ed in all of France were in 
French Guiana, which has 
just 0.5% of the French pop- 
ulation. More than 6,500 
cases have been recorded 
in the territory, although of- 
ficials fear the number of in- 
fections is estimated to be 
much higher. 

lts hospitals reached ca- 
pacity in June, and the 
French military intervened 
to ferry patients to the 
French Caribbean island 
of Martinique. The national 
government sent 130 re- 
serve health care work-

ritory, it is rarely mentioned 
in French politics and news.

Silvain Louis has been a vol- 
Uunteer mediator in Camopi 
for four years. He says resi- 
dents long remained igno- 
rant about the virus and 
how to protect themselves. 
“They knew they were un- 
der lockdown, that there 
was a disease," said Louis, 
who is of mixed Creole, 
Chinese and Indigenous 
heritage. "but there was 
no prevention to explain 
things." 

The first case Louis found 
was a grandmother living 
in his neighborhood. "She'd 
been lying in her hammock 
for two days' with a head- 
ache, sore throat and fe- 
ver, he said. Like the other 
first cases in Camopi, she 
didn't immediately think it 
was COVID-19. 

"She thought it was fatigue 
or maybe the flu," Louis 
said. She tested positive 
and was taken to Cayenne 
by helicopter to be hospi- 
talized in case her condi- 
tion worsened. 

Because internet access, 
electricity and TV reception 
is limited to the center of 
Camopi, few know about 
the virus, Louis said, and 
health care workers must 
go "door-to-door." 

When the first additional 
doctors arrived, people 
didn't feel safer. "From one 
day to the other, you see 
teams of doctors every- 
where. It's scary," Louis said. 
In 2016, there were 55 gen- 
eral practitioners for every 
100,000 people in French 
Guiana, with most con- 
centrated in Cayenne. 
That compares with 104 
per 100,000 in the French 
mainland. 
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New studies clarify what drugs help, hurt for COVID-19

Fresh studies give more 
information about what 
treatments do or don't work 
for COVID-19, with high- 
quality methods that give 
reliable results. 

British researchers on Friday 
published their research on 
the only drug shown to im- 
prove survival -- a cheap 
steroid called dexametha- 
sone. Two other studies 
found that the malaria 
drug hydroxychloroquine 
does not helo people with 
only mild symptoms. 

For months before studies 
like these, learning what 
helos or harms has been 
undermined by "despera- 
tion science" as doctors 
and patients tried therapies 
on their own or through a 
host of studies not strong 
enough to give clear an- 
swers. 

"For the field to move for- 
ward and for patients’ out- 
comes to improve, there 
will need to be fewer small 
or inconclusive studies" and 
more like the British one, 
Drs. Anthony Fauci and H. 
Clifford Lane of the Nation- 
al Institutes of Health wrote 
in the New England Journal 
of Medicine. 

It's now time to do more 
studies comparing treat- 
ments and testing com- 
binations, said Dr. Peter 
Bach, a health policy ex- 
pert at Memorial Sloan Ket- 
tering Cancer Center in 
New York. 

Here are highlights of re- 
cent treatment develop- 
ments: 

DEXAMETHASONE 

The British study, led by the 
University of Oxford, tested 
a type of steroid widely 
used to tamp down inflam- 
mation, which can be- 
come severe and prove 
fatal in later stages of CO- 
VID-19. 

About 2,104 patients given 
the drug were compared 
to 4,321 patients getting

usual care. 

It reduced deaths by 36% 
for patients sick enough to 
need breathing machines: 
29% on the drug died ver- 
sus 41% given usual care. It 
curbed the risk of death by 
18% for patients needing 
just supplemental oxygen: 
23% on the drug died ver- 
sus 26% of the others. 
However, if seemed harm- 
ful at earlier stages or mild- 
er cases of illness: 18% of 
those on the drug died ver- 
sus 14% of those given usual 
care. 

The clarity of who does and 


does not benefit "prob- 
ably will result in many lives 
saved," Fauci and Lane 
wrote. 


HYDROXYCHLOROQUINE 

The same Oxford study also 
tested hydroxychloroquine 
in a rigorous manner and 
researchers previously said 
it did not help hospitalized 
patients with COVID-19. 

After 28 days, about 25.7% 


on hydroxychloroquine 
had died versus 23.5% giv- 
en usual care -- a differ- 
ence so small if could have 
occurred by chance 

Now, details published on 
a research site for scientists 
show that the drug may 
have done harm. Patients 
given hydroxychloroquine 
were less likely to leave the 
hospital alive within 28 days 
-- 60% on the drug versus 
63% given usual care. Those 
not needing breathing ma- 
chines when they started 
treatment also were more 
likely to end up on one or 
to die. 

Two other experiments 
found that early treatment 
with the drug did not help 
outpatients with mild CO- 
VID-19. 

A study of 293 people from 
Spain published in the jour- 
nal Clinical Infectious Dis- 
eases found no significant 
differences in reducing the 
amount of virus patients 
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had, the risk of worsening 
and needing hospitaliza- 
tion, or the time until recov- 
ery. 

A similar study by University 
of Minnesota doctors in An- 
nals of Internal Medicine of 
423 mildly ill COVID-19 pa- 
tients found that hydroxy- 
chloroquine did not sub- 
stantially reduce symptom 
severity and brought more 
side effects. "It is time to 
move on" from treating pa- 
tients with this drug, Dr. Neil 
Schluger from New York 
Medical College wrote in a 
commentary in the journal. 
REMDESIVIR 

The only other therapy 
that's been shown to help 
COVID-19 patients is rem- 
desivir, an antiviral that 
shortens hospitalization by 
about four days on aver- 
age. 

"The role of remadesivir in 
severe COVID is now what 
we need to figure out," 
Memorial Sloan Kettering's 
Bach wrote in an email, 
saying the drug needs to 
be tested in combination 
with dexamethasone now. 
Details of the government- 
led remdesivir study have 
not yet been published, 
but researchers are eager 
to see how many patients 
received other drugs such 


as steroids and hydroxy- 
chloroquine. 

Meanwhile, Gilead Sci- 
ences, the company that 
makes remdesivir, which 
is given as an IV now, has 
started testing an inhaled 
version that would allow 
it to be tried in less ill CO- 
VID-19 patients to try to 
keep them from getting 
sick enough to need hos- 
pitalization. Gilead also has 
started testing remdesivir in 
a small group of children. 
Supplies are very limited, 
and the U.S. government is 
allocating doses to hospi- 
tals through September.)

“Fatal Affair” scrambles the 
deck, but not by much. 
Long stars as a well-to-do 
lawyer in a luxurious beach- 
side property outside San 
Francisco who is stalked by 
an unstable acquaintance 
from her colege days, 
played by Epps.

Diversity of

NEW YORK (AP) — Last year 
saw record representation 
of LGBTQ characters in the 
118 films released by ma- 
jor studios, according to a 
new study by GLAAD. But 
for the third straight year, 
the racial diversity of LG- 
BTQ characters has waned 
and transgender charac- 
ters again went unseen. 


LGBTQ characters in film declines, 


GLAAD called the de- 
crease in non-white LGBTQ 
Characters "concerning." In 
2019, 34% of LGBTQ char- 
acters were people of col- 
or. That's down from 42% in 
2018 and 57% in 2017. 

"GLAAD is calling on the 
studios to ensure that with- 
in two years at least half 
of their LGBTQ characters 
are people of color," said 
the advocacy group that 
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tracks representation of 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender people in the 
media. 

For the third year in a row, 
transgender characters 
were also absent from ma- 
jor studio releases. 

But overall, GLAAD found 
higher rates of inclusion 
than it has in the eight years 
its been tracking studio 
films. Of the 118 films stud- 
ied, 22 (18.6%) included les- 
bian, gay, bisexual, trans- 
gender or queer charac- 
ters. That's a slight increase 
from 18.2% in 2018. 

But none of the studios 
studied — the Walt Disney 
Co., Warner Bros., Universal 
Pictures, Lionsgate, Para- 
mount Pictures, Sony Pic- 
tures, STX Films and United 


Artists Releasing —received 
a "good" or higher grade 
for LGBTQ representation. 
Sony and Disney received 
"poor" grades. STX Films, 
which released "Hustlers," 
"21 Bridges” and "Uglydolls 
last year, failed GLAAD's 
test since their 2019 mov- 
ies featured zero LGBTQ 
representation. GLAAD has 
sought that studios reach 
inclusion of LGBTQ charac- 
ters in 20% of their films by 
2021 and 50% by 2024. Par- 
amount, Lionsgate, Disney 
and United Artists reached 
the 20% level last year. 

Screen time is also an is- 
sue. In many of Hollywood's 
biggest films, LGBTQ char- 
acters — when included 
— came and went. Only 
nine of the 22 films with an

LGBTQ character featured 
one with more than 10 min- 
utes of screen time. 

"Despite seeing a record 
high percentage of LGBTQ- 
inclusive films this year, the 
industry still has a long way 
to go in terms of fairly and 
accurately representing 
the LGBIQ community,” 
said GLAAD President and 
CEO, Sarah Kate Ellis. "If 
film studios want to stay 
relevant to today's audi- 
ences and compete in an 
industry that is emphasizing 
diversity and inclusion, then 
they must urgently reverse 
course on the diminishing 
representation of LGBTQ 
women and people of col- 
or, as well as the complete 
absence of trans charac-

Deteriorating junction

ST.CRUZ — In our clinic we have 
developed a protocol that has 
been shown to be effective in the 
treatment of hot, painful junctions 
between bones. Joints problems 
are commonly called “arthritis” 
but it is a group of different forms 
of joint inflammation whose origin 
is not known. Traditional Chinese 
Medicine calls the different condi- 
tions which cause pain, stiffness, 
and in most cases, swelling in the 
joints “steaming bones”. 


In regular, allopathic medicine the 
initial treatment for joint pain is lim- 
ited to the use of non-steroidal an- 
ti-inflammatory drugs (NSAIDs) re- 
sulting in many patients eventually 


becoming wheelchair bound. Oth- 
ers have excess tissue produced 
from the uncontrolled arthritis re- 
moved. The result is progressive 
joint damage making arthritis 
the number one cause of physi- 
cal disability. Arthritis affects both 
sexes, all races, socioeconomic 
levels, and geographic areas. 

Identical twins statistically do not 
both develop arthritis. Medical 
researchers realize there is no ge- 
netic foundation to arthritis. Asso- 
ciations with the Epstein-Barr virus 
that causes mononucleosis, and 
testing on animals with the herpes 
simplex virus have pharmaceutical 
companies looking for the “some- 
thing” that produces arthritis so a 
pill or vaccine can be developed. 


All 86 forms of arthritis have one 
thing in common; chronic inflam- 
mation that breaks down connec- 
tive tissue. Connective tissue has 
the material to rebuild itself when 
the body is in balance. However, 





in the presence of inflammation, 
this material builds big painful joints. 
With unrelenting inflammation the 
body's immune system turns to at- 
tack itself.

Health care in Western 
countries today has a ma- 
jor focus on disease, infec- 
tion and their risk factors; 
cholesterol, smoking, and 
blood pressure. Although 
allopathic medicine rec- 
ognizes indicators found 
in blood tests and ther- 
magram reports, very 
little attention is given to 
them. Even less attention is 
placed on managing the 
risk of the body's reaction 
to toxins and heavy metals 
except in acute poisoning. 
Additionally, recognized 
but not addressed are oxi- 
dative stress, connective 
tissue breakdown, chronic 
inflammation, anaerobic 
tendency, free calcium 
excess, and acid stress; all 
leading to degenerative 
diseases and accelerated 
aging.

Daily activities are impaired 
in most patients. Sponta-

In our patients 
with painful joints, we see 
many common features. 
The first is that they do not 
drink enough water. Pain- 
ful stiff joint symptoms are 
present in the beginning 
of mild dehydration. In 
moderate chronic dehy- 
dration we see most of 
the symptoms of Arthritis, 
including high cholesterol, 
high blood pressure, heart 
problems, diabetes, and 
water retention or edema. 
Chronic dehydration is a 
problem doctors normally 
do not address until it is life 
threatening. Water plays a 
critical role in every single 
chemical reaction in the 
body. Next to oxygen, it is 
the most vital element of 
life. Yet, it seems to be virtu- 
ally ignored by doctors and 
Public Health Departments. 
We have good results us- 
ing colon hydro-therapy to 
help eliminate toxins and 
re-hydrate the body. Joint 
cartilage is composed 
mainly of water (70-80%). 
The solid part of cartilage 
consists primarily of col- 
lagen which is a protein. 
Problems in the synovial 
membrane to transfer glu- 
cose and protein will hinder 
the production of collagen.

lating protein is found in the 
blood plasma is albumin.

promotes blood clot forma- 
tion. Periodontal disease 
and heavy metal poison- 
ing, need to be considered 
as major contributors to in- 
creased levels of CRP by 
the medical community. 
The treatment outcomes 
with people being treated 
by physicians trained in bio- 
compatible dentistry and 
detoxification of heavy 
metals are very positive.
